for thrilling and arresting and continu ou s interest, 
and for skill. 
A nation is fortu nate, if it mu st 
have sp ectacles,— and the p eop le mu st have sp ec­ 
tacles,— that it has a game which calls ou t so general 
an interest, and which at the same time has next 
to nothing of the demoralizing in its techniq u e and 
its p ractice. 
We are not su rp rised that nations which are be­ 
ing Teborn are looking toward baseball as one of 
the major ou tlets for the p laying p rop ensities of 
their p eop le. 
It has already become the m ajor am a­ 
teu r sp ort of Jap an. 
It is having a wide introdu c­ 
tion into China. 
Mexico is gradu ally working to 
give it the p lace in the interest of her p eop le which 
bu ll fighting now has. 
Ou r cou ntry is fortu nate 
that its m ajor sp ort is of the character of base­ 
ball.
